I Her hath bene here tofore diuct s godly and weldyſ- 
| poſyd perſons, that for the preſcruacyon and welth 
off ther own contres: haue taken great paines to wry 
te and put fourth diuers gedly, and notable books for the re- 
dreſſyng off many abuſes viyd in ther comon welthes. A; 
mong other ferteine Englyſhmen , petceiuyng the ſtate and 
comon welth off England to decaye , being meuyd in con- 
ſcrens off a good zeale and trwe hart, that they beare, to this 
ther naturall contre, haue takẽ paynes, to ſett forth in prynt, 
dyuers notable books, which haue geuen warning to a voyd 
the great dangers lyke to folowe in the comon welth off 
this realme, ytfpedy remedy were not prouidyd for, 

FyiſtI wylbegyne wyth lohan fyſhe, who perceyuyg 

the great abuſy s off the clergy and ſprytualtye, about xxx 
yeres paſt, made a lytle treatyſe, and namyd it, the ſupplica- 
cyon ett beggers which God beprayſyd toke ſome effect: 


wher thorow the great nomber otf honKs, Chanons, Nun 


nes, falſe flateryng fryers, and obſtinat lyers, wyth ther de- 
uelyth diſcm blyng, and ypocryticall falſhode were made 
manyfeſt and openly dy ſcloſid, that all men yong and old, 


dyd perceyue as clere as the day, ther abhominacions, dy ſem 


blyng falſ hod and wyckydnes: ffor the which accordyng 
to ther deſertes, were by king henry thie vii vtterly dy ſclo/ 
ſyd conſuſyd and came to nawght, as it is many feſt. 

Aſſter that one other booke was made and put forth, yn 
der the name off Rodoryck Mors, and nam yd a complay nt 
to the perliament houſe, declar yng the great nomber oſt Innor 
mytis and abuſes that were vſid in the comon welth off this 
realm the which the more it is to be lamentid, toke litie effect. 
Beſyds many and dyueis other good books made as well 
in the tyme off K. H. 8. as in the ty me off K. E. G. which in 
Iyke caſe toke no effecte. ä 


More over now off late days, o ne more then a yere paſt 
off a good zeale that he hath to this his contre off England. 
made and ſett ſorth a boke namyng it a ſupplycacy on to the 
quenes Mai. wherin he hath manyfeſtly declary d, the wyc-- 


kyd deuy ſes off the ſhamelcs by thoppcs and clergye off Eng 

land: how they for the vpholdyng oft ther deuely ſhe king 

dom, haue bene all weyſe ſeruers off the tyme, As was that 

wyckyd Steven gardener B, off wyncheſter, who manyfelt- 

ly as ther apperyth,declaryd the ſame by hys-booke de(ve- 

ra obedientia) which boke being then made . 
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4 pods worde as he prouyth playnlyc, that began to take rote 


mhym. And after wald being geuen vp off god, he reſuſyd 
the ſame and teſyſtyd gods wol de, which booke is wholy 
agaynſt the ſupremacy off the B. of Rome, the reaſons grun- 
dyd apon gods worde, wherm he allo many feſtly declaryth 
the maryag betwene K. H. 8, and quene cateryueto be alto 
gether vnlawfull and vngodly, and therby proutth the quene 
to be a baſtard, as playnlye apperyth · And bonner byſThop 
off london confitmyth the ſame by his prologe made — 
the {ame booke de vera obedientia, which is notable to be 
merk yd and notyd off that moſt wy ckyd and dyſſemblyng 
tyrant, who is paſt all ſhame and — Alſo off Tunſtall 
b. off durcam, offhis ſermon that he preachyd beſore K. H. 8. 
on palm ſonday 1639. and is openly in print, proving by ma- 
ny good and probable reaſons, Cardinal pole to be an arrit 
traytore t o his contre, and worſe then an infydell, and doc- 
tor {myth that wethercoke, that turnith with every wynd o 

doctrine, as apperith by his ſo often recantyng , In the ſame 
Jupplicacion is made an exhortortacton to the lords and gen- 


tyllmen off England warnyng them to beware oil thc crate 


and falſhode off our dyſiemblyng byſſhoppes, and clergy 
who lyke moſt arrant tray tors, go about to betraye thus no- 
ble realm of England, in to the hands ott the prince of ipain 
only for the eſtablyſhment off ther wylkyd kingdom, w- 
hichif u come to paſſe, this noble and fre c6tre ſhaibe brought 
in to moſt vyle bondage, and ſlauery,, the which I beſech all- 
mychty god to defende ytt it be us holy wyll and pleaſure 
en 


Sens that tyme, a trew hartyd Englyſhman, percey- 
wyng the my ſerable thrald ome, feruytude and bondage, that 
the goodly contres off Naples, Miland & c be bronght in to la 
tlye, to ſay ſens the K. oft ſpaine hath come to the cr unt ther 
olf, hath made a treatyſe calling it a warnyng tor England, 
wherin he hath declaryd playnly and at large, what taxes; 


tolls, and tributcsthcK. of ſpayneand hys ſpanyerds, hath The wa, 
brought thoſe goodty contres vnto both of corne, wyne, fie- for 2nglans; 


ſhe, fyſhe, ſalt, and frutes &c. and what ſubſydes euery m3 
off occupacion mult pay dayly , as by the lame boke atlarge 
more playnly appery th. 

And although many occaſyons hane bene mynyſtred 
and dayly more and more inſeuyth, wherby it is to be iuppo 
ſyd , the diſtruction off our contre to be nete at hand (except 

gteat mercy e) yett is ther non, that hath made the la-

mentacyon therof. wherfore percey uyng ſuch things com to 
paſſe, as be allredy done, and dyuers other practyſcs, wrough 
and aworkyng, only to bryng this noble teaim in to moſt 
vyle bondage and flauery off the ſpanyerds. I. haue often be 
wayly a and lamentyd the ſtate theroft : Aud becauſe it is my 
d wtye for the loue that I. bere ther vnto | thought it good to 
ſett it forth, that other good and vertues men perceyuyng the 
dyſtructyon theroff to be ſo nere at hand, that they alſo la- 
mentyng the {tatc thereff my ght be the more mouy d to make 
ther erneſt pray ers to allmechty god, that he for his dert ſone 
Jeſus Chry ſtes ſak, wold ſpare and be fauorable to our pour 
contre off England now over rune wythhory ble ydolatry. 
And that he wold perdon and forgene vs our lynnes. for the 
which cauſe, he hath ſentſuch wyckydrulers to raygne o- 
ver vs, for as S. James fayth the prayer off the luſt man avay 
lyth mych, And I doubt not, but god lis mercy full pacient 
and long ſutf ting. and wyll haue mercy apon vs, and apon his 
pour congregacyon ther, orells wher ſtateryd abrode, at ſuch 
tyme as he knouyth beſt to his honcur, and wyll alſo take 
tt om Ys our cruell rulers, that haue ſo ſore per ſecutyd and ma 
de hauocke of his ſayd congiegacyon, the which I beſech him 
to do ſor the blude of his dere ſone our lord leſus Chryſt, 


that we may e ther once agayne openly confeſſe his holy na- 


me , to the vtter confucy on off the kingdom off Antychry ſte 
amen. 

But foraſmych as non off the ſame godly books and 
warnings ether com not to the quenes hands, or ells wyll no- 
thyng moly fye here harte, but that ther is ſought malyciuſly 
and off a ſctt purpoſe the dy ſtructyon off the noble men gen- 
tyllmen and comons off Englande v herby may the more 
eaſyer be brcught to paſſe, ther moſt wy ckyd deuyſes and 
pin poſes, tha t is, to geue away and betray this noble realme 
ot England, in to the hands ot the king off ſpay ue and his 
ſpayny erds. wherfore | haue thonght it good to declare vn 
to my naty ue contre, ſerteꝝ ue off thes many feſt treaſons, and 
practy ſes, butiſyrſt] wy ll declare the prophecye oft that bleſ 
iyd marter off god may ſter hugh laty mer, preaching before 
the moſt vertues prynce K. E. o. in his palays at x eſtmynſter 
15749. that thes plages ſhold com apon vs for our vnthank - 
tullnes, and that god wold ſend ſuch tyrants to tay ne ouer 
vs, for our vntepentant hartes. v hich now is come to paſſe 
in dede, and v as thought at that y me a thyng impoſſy ble, but 
that gods wol de mult be te we wluch was ipoken by the ho

n And becauſe thc prophecye which he then prophecied in 
his ſermon before the king, is now all to gether fullfyllyd as 
playnlye apperyth, And that ſermõ & prophecye mouyd me 
mych to lameut the {hte off our contre, hath alſo partly ca w- 
ſyd me to make this lamentacyon apon this reaim off Eng- 
land. And beca eſe it ſhall not be thought, that I wyll add or 
demiuyſh any parte off the ſayd prophecy, l. wyll here recy- 
te pte of hut, worde for worde as it is printid in the boke off 
his ſermõ, he tak ing accaſion to prech before the king , of the 
dwty of kings rulers, aud Maieſtrates, as here aſter folo with. 


It makyth no matter by what name the 


rulers be namid yf ſo be they ſhall walke ordinatly with god 
and direct ther ſteppes vit god, for both patriarks , lud ges, 
and kings, had and haue ther auctorite off god, and thertore 
godly, but this nught to be conſidred. which god ai, Non 
preficcre tibi potes hominem altenum, that is thou mul? not 
ſett a ſtrenger oner the. It hat pleaſid god to graunt vs 
a naturall liege king, aud lord off our own nacton, an Eng- 
liſhman, one off our own religion god haih geuen him vnto 
vs, and is 2 moſt precius treaſure, and yet many off vs do de- 
ſire a ſtranger th be k:ng oner vs. Lett as deſire no more :o be 
bankers, hut {ett vs in deuoute our ſelues to wake ordinatly 
and plainly after the word off god, lett ys folo w daniell, lett 
ys not ſeke the death of our moſt noble and rightfull xing. our 
own brother both by natiuite and godly religion, lett ys pray 
for his godly eſtate that he may liue long among vs. 

wel the kings grace hath ſiſters, my lady Mary and my 
lady Elſabeth. * hich by ſucceſſion and courſe ar inheritors ty 
the crown, who ytf they ſhould mary with Nrangers , what 
ſhuldinſewe god knowith, but god graunt they neuer come 
to courſing nor ſucceding.therfore to a void this plage, lett vs 
amend our hues, and put a way all pride, which doth droune 
men in thes dats, all co etiſues wherin the Magiſtrates and 
rich men off this realm ar over whelmid, all lechery and all

after now l here ſay all things ar endid after a godly maner, or 
els ſhortly ſhalbe,make haſt make haſt, and lett vs lern to con 
vert to repente and amend our lyues, yf we do not Ifere l fear 
leaſt for our ſinnes, & vnthãk fullnes an hipocrite ſhall raign o- 
ver vs, Long time we haue bene ſeruan's and in bondage, 
ſeruing the pope in Egipt, god hath geuen vs a deliuerer, a na- 
turall king. lett vs not ſeke no ſtran ger of another nacion, no 
hipocrite which ſhall bring in a gain all papiſtry, ypocriſic, & 
ydolatry , no diabolicall miniſter, which ſhalt maintaine all 
deueliſhe workes & cuell excerliſes, but [ett vs pray that god 
maintaine, and continwe our moſt excelent king here —— 
tr we inheritour of this our realm both by natiuite and alſo ly 
the ſpeciall gift and ordinance of god & c.

poſſible ſuch alteracion and tiranny, ſo ſcne to haue folo wid, 
as now plainly apperith, and yet this is but the beginning off 
ſorows & plages that ſhall folo w, onles god of his great mer 
cy (atthecric and lamentacion of the pour oppreſſid, which 
lyue in miſery and bondage of conſcience) ſeaſe thes plages 
now begonc, and manifeſtly appere bcfore our eies, for our 
in gratitude and great vnthankfull nes. 

Oh what a plage is it to ſee ſtrangers rule in this noble re 
alme violently, wher beſor time tr we hartid Engliſhmen haue 
gouernid quietly *what a lamentable thing is it? that although 
quene Mary being born in England, and had to here father 
a noble and trwe hartid prince and Engliſh man? yet ſhe fo4 
lo with nothing his ſteppes in tie w =cal to this realm, becawſe 
ſhe toke the moſt part otf here blude and ſtomake off her ſpa- 
niſh mother, and therfore from time to time euer regardid 
her ſpaniſh kinred, and permotid them, by geuing them licen- 
ſis, wherby th ey do cary and convay away, out of this realm 
frely without pateng any cuſtome therfore, our goudly & beſt 
comodites, as woll Tifi leadelether & c. to the great decay 
and ympoueriſhment, off the pour comons off this realm, by 
reaiſon wheroff the ſaid comodites, be now at doble pryces, 
that they were before, & alſo pour men cannot beſet aworke 
as they haue bene,

fe nobles & gentillmen, that here noble father tenderly lo- 
uid” the thing 1s manifeſt and cannot be dented, who wold e- 
ver haue — ſuch vnnaturalnes, as to cawſe that worthy 
and vertuoſe Lady. Lady lane, being inScent and giltles, as 
the que ne hexe ſelf did thinke, being compellid to take the ſtat 
apon here of x vij. yeres of age, and ſo ne. e off here kindrid, 
to be ſo cruelly murgherid? - 

Alſo to cawſe that worthy and vertues man, and mar- 
ter of god Thomas Cramner Archbiſhop of canterbury,to be 
ſo cruelly murtherid who ſauid here liff, what time as K. H,S. 
here father wold haue diſpachid here, for her cõtempt & diſo- 
bedience, when nether the old duke of Nortfolke,nor othr̃ off 
the temporall lords of the counſell could intreat here ſaid fq- 
ther, but that ſhe ſhoud die, then went this meke archbiſſhop 
to be king , and ſo prudently pe wrſadid him, that he ſparide 
here and tanid her ly, which when he had obtainid the duke 
off Northfolk & the other lordes off ther counſel gaue hym, 
ſuch thiks for that dats worke, ſaieng to him that yr euer they 
liued and lay in ther pouer thet wold rcquite it, ſo that it is to 
be ſupppſid that yff the ſayd duke off Northfolke& had liuid. 
he ſhul d not haue bene ſo cruelly murtherid. But here is to be 
notid great ingratitude, and vnthanfullues, to requite him coitli 
death that ſau id here liff. 

K. H. 8. here noble father perceiuing the w iſdom,ſobre- 
nes honeſtie, meknes, and good lerning off the ſard Tho- 
mas Cramner, promotid him not only to be archbiſhope otF 
Canterbury. but alſo metropolitan, and primate of all Eng- 
land, and becawſe he fo prudently and ſoberlybchauid him 
ſeltftherin he made him cheif off this preuy counſell, and for 
the ſide lite that he found in him, at the time off his death, he 


made him one of the cheff of his executors off his teſtament i 


and laſt will: when he put out Gerdenar. B. of wincheſt᷑ & co 
mittid vnto him as one off his executors the gouernance otf 


his ſone , that worthy prince king Edward the vj, vgder K. Edward. 


whichnoble prince, this realme off England was quietlygo 
nernid and raltd, with out any ſuch cruelty and tirany as is 
vlid now adais.

who will rule and bridle the, as they haue alredy thretenid 
the,. thy goodly womẽ aud fater donghters will thei defile, ty 
pleaſant houſcs and goodly places otf pleaſure ſhalbe geuen 
vnto thẽ, and they ſhall in ioie thy labours, which thou & 
thy forefathers, with great pain trauell, and troble haue gathe- 
rid to gether for the, the thing is now a working, and the fire 
ackindling, ſo that yff god only off his great mercye help the 
not, thou art like to be diſtroid very ſhorily. for they that gui 
de the my people, ſaith the prophet E ſay, are extorcioners 
and women haue rule ouer you, O my pcople thy leaders de- 
ſaiue the, and diſtroy the way off this foot iteppes, It is ye 
that haue burnt vp my vine yard, and the ſpoyle of the pour 
is m yourhouſes, wher fore do ye oppteſſe my people, and 
ſmite them on the facis ſaith the lord off hoſtes. 

It is writon in the 34. chap. off the booke off the holymã 
lob. that for the ſinnes off the people god ſuffrith a tyrant to 
raign ouer them, ya England now haue not tirans and womẽ 
to rule añ raigne ouer them, let all men ludge? doth not all iher 
doing añ procedings declare manifeſtly that it hath bene labo 
rid and gone about by all the ais & meanes that canbe deui 
ſid or ymaginid to geue away (Iwill not fate to betray) this 
noble realme off England, in to the hands off the ſpanierds. 


Fyrſte dyd not the quene in mediatly as 
ſone as ſhe came to the gouernance &. dignite off this realm 
defire to mary with the prince off ſpaine, and aſſone as the 
matter was eſpred, were not, 20 off the perliament houſe ſent 
to here, to declare what inormites wold folo tn the realm if 
ſhe maried with any ſtranger, and ther fore defirid here to ma- 
ry within the realm, wherby it is eſye to be perceinid what lhe 
hath had al waiſe in here minde. 

Aſter that was it not pretentyd, aſſoue as ſhe was maried 
that ſhc was with child, and without all ſhame cawſd the ſas 
me to be pupliſhed añ ſett abrode in print and ſubſcribid with 
the hand off 19. off the preuy counſell that the hole body 
offtherealme, might thinke the ſame to betrwe, and in me- 
diatlyapon the ſame callid a perliament , becawſe the nobles 
and comons ſhould be the more willing & redy to condiſ- 
ſend and to geue the crone off this noble realme, to the prince 
ok ſpaine, to thentem that he with his proud ſpainierd or he

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bridle this brithaniſhe nacion, according as ii ts ſett out in 
print about the fiſnamy or pictur of the quenes in thes words. 

lila ego, cui ſuperare ſuos Deus optimus hoſtes 
Juſtitiacp , dedit gentem frenare Britannam. 

And when it was perceiuid that ther practiſe wold take 
no place, but that it was eſpyed in the ꝑliameut ho wſe, and 
that he could not haue the croe to hnim, were they not then 
markid and notid, who were againſt it and to ſome off them 
were ſent patents of 100. lib. a ycre ſome of 200. lib, a yere, 
ſome more ſome leſſe according as time and accacion ſeruid. 
to ſtope ther mouthes withall, & loke who ſhe wid not them 
ſelues red y or inclining to take a bribe to hetray this ther natu 
rall contre, was not one quarell or another pikide to him or 
them, wherby they wcre brought quorum nobis, and then to 
lay ether treaſon or hereſie ( as they call it) to ther charges. 
wherby many were brought in to preſon as it is maruſeſt. by 
reaſon wheroff who dare ſpeake ther minds frelie in the [21d 
perliement hou, according to the auncient priuileges otfrius 
noble realme: and is not this alſo a plage whichis come apon 
vs for our vathankſulines according as our true prechers and 
prophets declarid to vs as is aforc faid, And for the more fur 
therance off this ther wickid purpoſe, did they not with out 
all ſhame, ſett out in print, a genelogy or pere in the englith 
touge, to prone by the ſame genelogy that the prince off ſpain 
came off the bloud off king Edward the Fu td. Be all thes 
practiſes think you, for any other purpoſe, but for to cauie 
the comon people, to haue {ich a good opinion off the prince 
of ſpame, tliat they might be the more redy añ willing, to hane 
him crowmd king, off this realm, And therby to dilinheret, 
all the next righitfull heires off the ſame, and ſo to bring this 
noble realm in to the bondage off rangers, contrary to the 
auucient laws , ſtatuds, and cultoms off this noble realme olf 
England. 

And now of late who is ignorant of ſo many noble men 
and gentilmen fechid out off all ſhires, and cauillacions & 
quarels pikid to them, and ſo caſt into priſon (as they ſay) v- 
pon ſuſpection of conſpiracie againſt the quene, which thing 
is but waine and ymagined as apperid lat ely by M. lohn frog 
marton, who at the time of his execution, confeſsid epenl 
to the people that he neuer offendid in any treaſon again 
the ouene, and ther apon toke his death, and yet he was moſt 
cruelly hangid dra wen and quartrid: how beit I know ſome 
men will anſr:exc and ſa.thæ he was cõdempnid dy the law 
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and the queſt paſſid againſt him and found him gilty &c but] 
wold know off the again? | pray the what queſt dare quite a- 
ny man, were he as y;norant and clere as Suſanna, yff the lud- 
ges condpne him, as the wickid ludges condempnid here, be- 
cawſe ſne wold not condiſſent to ther ſhamſull luſt anddeſireg 

Do ye not know how ix. honeſt and ſubſtancial mer elũt 
men offlondon were handlid not long ſens, becauſe they cle 
rid & found fir Nicolas throgmarten not gilty. according to 
ther othe and conſcience, but what was ther reward, were 
they not all moſtſhamfully put in preſon, wher they lay miſe- 
rably ſome lalff a yere, ſome more ſome leſſe, and after ward 
were fain to pay ſome off them 2. lib ſome 595, mer ks, ſo- 
me mote ſome leſſe to the quene, according to ther abilltte and 
ſubſtance, or elis they ſhould haue remaynyd ſtyil in preſon, 
with out any right , tuſtice, or la we. 

Here by ye mayperceiue, what tyranny is vſid, and by 
this practiſe they haue fo fearid honeſt men that ſhould go aps 
anyqueſt for the quene, that they will ſay and do as the quene 
will haue them, rather then to be ſo cruelly and ſhamſully in- 
treatid and handlid as thoſe 12, honeſt merchant men were be 
fore, who hath herd of the like tirafiy vid in England before 
this time, | do rember in the time of K. H. 8, that the lord da- 
cres of the north was Indightid of trea(5, and a queſt of honeſt 
m7 did quite him according to equite and iuſtice, and yet l ne- 
uer herd that any off the ſame queſt were ether in priſonid or 
trublid therfore, 

Is it not alſo manifeſt how ſhamfully, thoſe thwo knights, 
Sir peter Caro w and Sir lohan Cheke wer betraied, taken and 
caried away, ryding bet ven bruſſells and And werp, in the 
county of brabant. And had not Sit peter Carow his pardon 
ſent him ouer the ſee, ſo liberally, both for lifflands and goods 
that a larger perdon hathneuer bene grauntid , And lik wiſe 
Sir Iohan Cheke had he not the quenes licens, to depart the re 
alm, and being both as it was ſuppoſid in ther princes fauoure 
or at the leaſt no mi perceiuid the contrary, for they both had 
bene with the quenes embaſſadors at bruſſells, And werp and 
barro, mich frendly comunicaciõ and great chere was had be 
twen the, after that they riding together to hruſſells, to them 
baſſadors, which were ther preſ ẽt bothto gether, wher they we 
re frendly, and louingly interfeinid,and great chere was made 
to thT thre dais to gether, and no maner thing laid to ther char- 
ges, and alſo louingly and frendly toke ther leue of the ſayd 
emblaſſadors, and returnid towerd And werp again, were 
moſtſ haſull y. by the kings marſhall of that cõte taken, and

like thenes caried away, and ſo connaied to the tower of lon- 
don. Is not this alfo a lamentable caſe, to here thes two gentil- 
mt, to be betraied fo ſhamfully, who wil truſt ſuch rulers with 
any maner promiiles , whT they thus ſeke to betray, the noble 
and gentillmen, of this realme.
